sized automobile frames it produces. 
“The plant employs about 1,600 per- 
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sons, of whom 750 have been laid off and 
650 are on strike, Only about 200 
salaried personnel are working now. 

The strike, which has been underway 
at the local A.O. Smith plant since April 
8 by United Auto Workers Local 1715, 
may have, “speeded up the re 
evaluation’’ of the plant’s future 
potential, but was not the main cause 
for the closing, Birchhill said: 

He noted the major production 
contract with General Motors to 
produce automotive frames expires in 
two. years and said changes in the 
automotive industry make it, highly 
unlikely that suitable new business can 
be obtained in sufficient quantity for 
such a large plant as the Granite City 
facility. 

He also said the current low volume

Port studies gasification pla 


By PATFOLEY

A coal gasification plant, capable of 
producing 4.5 billion British Thermal 
Units(BTUs) per day, could be in 
operation here by early 1984, according 
to George Andres, engineer for the Tri- 
City Regional Port District. 

He updated the port district's board, 
of commissioners on the studies being 
made at this time for the feasibility of 
such a plant during the board’s Monday 
night meeting. 


“Several sites are being looked into. 
for the plant,’”’ Andres said, ‘‘but at this 
point the needs of and costs to local 
heavy industries for such 
products are of most importance.” 

The products made from coal could 
replace natural gas, propane and fuel 
oils number two. hey six now being used 
by local industries. 

Already completed are interviews 
with representatives of potential users 
of the plant’s product. 

By-products of the gasification 


process would include elemental 
sulphur which could easily be 
marketed, tars and oils, 10. gallons-per- 
minute of waste water and ash. ‘The 
latter is being studied for use as an 
embankment material which could be 
used at other port facilities. 

It was explained by Andres that the 
plant would be built using a modular. 
system of construction which would 
allow. expansion of the plant as the 
demand for more product increased.

Area heat deaths rise 


Quad-City temperatures soared 
again to ‘the 100-degree mark Wed- 
nesday as the number of heat victims 
receiving hospital treatment for heat 
stroke and exhaustion continued to 
mount. 

Five deaths attributed to the heat 
have been reported in the area since 
July 2 when temperatures rose to 103 
degrees. The mercury has reached 100 
or more on most of the days since then, 
hitting a record of 107 degrees for July 
15 on Tuesday. 

Two of the area deaths are un- 
confirmed pending inquests but are 
believed to be heat related. 

There have been 22 deaths in ‘this 
Illinois region attributed to the heat and 
98 confirmed deaths in the St. Louis 
area since the heat wave began early 
this month. 

St. Elizabeth Medical Center has 
reported treatment of 31 persons 
the past three days due to the heat. 

The Ilinois Power Co. reported 
‘Wednesday that demands for elec- 
tricity set a new record in the 107- 
degree temperature Tuesday 

Between 5 and 6 p.m., the demand 
reached 3,128,150 Kilowatts, which 
surpassed rious one-hour demands 
on Monday and on July 8. 

Power company officials said a 1979 
record of 3,046,494 kilowatts was set on 
Aug.8. 

While overnight temperatures 
moderated early this morning, a high of 
95 degrees is predicted this afternoon 
by the National Weather Service which 
said the mercury will rise again to 
reach or top the 100-degree mark 
Saturday through Monday. 

The forecast today called for scat- 
tered thundershowers on Sunday.

Sheets and 
blankets are badly needed at the 
center.

More veterans attending 
summer college courses 


Veteran’s enrollment 
during the summer semester 
at Belleville Area College 
has increased 18 percent 
over 1979 and is 30 percent

Diabetic eye 
disease study. 


Preserving sight in 
patients suffering from 
diabetic 
common eye disorder among 
diabetics that often cause 
blindness—is the goal of a 
study being started at the 
University of Illinois at the 
Medical Center, Chicago. 

The U. of I. is one of 20 
institutions in the nation 
participating in the study, 
designed to detemine the 
effectiveness of laser 
treatments and aspirin’ in 
arresting development of the 
disease. 

James Liang, M.D., 
assistant professor of 
ophthalmology, said 
previous studies suggest that 
the laser. treatments are 
helpful. for patients with 
advanced diabetic 
retinopathy. 

The current study will 
focus on patients with earlier 
stages of the disease, a 
disorder that affects blood 
vessels in the retina of the 
eye. The National Eye 
Institute is sponsoring the 
study. 

‘The University of Illinois is 
seeking about. 150 patients 
with the disease who are 
interested in receiving the 
treatments. Such persons 
may contact their eye doctor 
for referral or may call the 
U. of I, Eye and Ear Infir- 
mary at 312-996-7843. 

U. of I. doctors will screen 
patients and, in cases where 
a ‘patient volunteers for th 
study without referral, the 
university will’ check with 
the patient’s own physician 
before beginning treat- 
ments.

Granite City still needs a municipal 
air pollution staff, in the opinion of 
Daniel J. Goodwin. He is manager of 
the Division of Air Pollution Control of 
the Illinois.

“Mr. Bowler, evidently, has received 
some erroneous information about the 
division of labor between the city and 
state air pollution agencies.

“The Illinois EPA and the Granite 
City Air Pollution Control Board 
operate under a joint agreement which 
coordinates activities and ensures 
there is no overlap. 

“Recently, this agreement was 
revised to clarify air monitoring

city in pursuing local concerns. 

“This change was encouraged by the 
Illinois EPA because experience shows 
that independent local programs which 
are responsive to local interests 
ultimately are more effective than ones:

Someone. res an ‘or- 
derly development plan, city 
council members indicated 
at Tuesday night’s council 
meeting. 

The council upheld a 
Tecommendation by the Plan. 
Commission that C-1 com- 
mercial zoning be denied for 
Property south of the bank, 
but not without considerable 


discussion. t. 


The issue was a request by 
the Reorganized Chutch of 
‘Jesus Christ of Latter-Day 
Saints for rezoning of 1.5 
acres fronting on Maryville 
‘Road from residential to C-1 
commercial. The church 
planned to sell the property 
to Henry Ross, who planned 
to»-construct an office 
building. there. 

Alderman Roy: Poulos of 
\the Third Ward said he feels 
that stretch of Maryville 
Road will be commercialized 
some. day. ‘'What else is it 
good for, really?’’ he asked. 

, Alderman Paul Ray 
Bowler of the Seventh Ward 
said the property is in his 
‘ward and residing in 
that .area, particularly 

. ACKOSS Road from 
the. property. in question, 
want it toremain residential. 

He said objectors at the 
Plan Commission meeting 
feared commercialization of 
the. area because of in- 
creased traffic congestion, 
trash, pollution, noise, 
drainage, inadequate sewers. 
and other factors: i 

Alderman Warren Decatur 
of the Fourth Ward stated, 
“Maryville Road has been 
widened and built as a 
thoroughfare, Why are they 
not building on it?’” 

Bowler responded, “The 
people who own the property 
want a phenominal amount 
of money’ for’ it, That's 

what's holding it up.” 


At the Plan Commission 
meeting, a spokesman for 
the ‘church contended the 
land is too expensive for 
developers to feasibly use for 
home building. 

Alderman Paul Fisk of the 
Third Ward noted that Tri- 
City Park Tabernacle is 
planning to construct a 
recreational building on land 
north of the present church, 
adding to the non-residential 
nature of that long block. 

Alderman Glen ' Sprankle 
of the Fourth Ward then 
stated, ‘If there is a bank at 
one end, a church at the 
other and a recreation 
building going up, I am 
appalled that you say it has 
to be zoned this way 
(residential). ‘The city needs 
the revenud; You have two 
commercial buildings at the 
corners and then an open 
block. I just don’t un- 
derstand.” 

Bowler said the church is 
not zoned commercially and 
the nearby residents do not 
want to open the door to 
commercial development in 
that block, He said they may 
not object to apartment 
buildings or other facilities, 
“but they don't want a 
restaurant or a dentist's 
office in here.” 


The other Seventh Ward 
alderman, _Mike Modrusic, 
added, “‘We are against it in 
our ward, That’s it, If we let 
(commercial): people go in 
these areas, they are gone.” 

Alderman Mac Warfield of 
the Sixth Ward stated, “We 
are trying to stop in the 
newer wards what you have 
in the older wards. 

‘Alderman Roy Poulos of 
the older Third Ward agreed, 
saying he wanted to go on 
record as opposing The 
Alcoholic Rehabilitation 
Home (ARCH), the Alpha 
Center for Women and 
similar uses of the older 
homes, ‘‘just -because’ we 
have old two-story houses,

Mayor Paul Schuler 
disagreed, saying, ‘“‘The 
proper procedure is to bring 
anything into the city as R-1 
(single-family | residential) .. 
‘Then if the Plan Commission 
approves and the city council 
approves, it can come in as, 
say, C-1. No, you don’t annex 
the zoning with a piece of 
property.” 

Bowler said the courts 
have consistently upheld 
requests for commercial 
zoning in areas where the 


city has given such zoning to” 


other businesses. “The court 
Tulings dictate, you can’t let 
zonings like this happen,’’ he 
contended, 

‘Alderman Charles Douglas 
of the First Ward suggested. 
that no action be taken by the 
council until Dave Morgan, 
chairman of the Plan 
Commission, can be present 
at a meeting to explain the 
commission's 
dation. 

Despite this and a request 
by Mayor Schuler for a 
motion that the council defer 
action on the recom- 
mendation for further study, 
the council voted to concur 
with the Plan Commission’s 
recommendation and deny 
the rezoning. 

All of the aldermen voted 
in favor of the motion, except 
Douglas, who abstained from 
voting. 

The council also concurred 
with the recommendations of 
the city’s Board of Appeals 
granting variances from set- 
back lines to four city 
residents.

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Ticks causing fatal Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever 


Seven, confirmed cases of 
Rocky Mountain Spotted 
Fever, including two deaths, 
have occurred in Ilinois this 
year. Eleven other suspected 
Cases, including one. ad- 
Gitional death, have been 
feported to the Illinois 
Department’ of Public 
‘Health, but are not as yet 
Confirmed, a spokesman 
said during the weekend. 
«=Confirmed ‘cases of the 
isease have occurred in 
Macoupin, Peoria, Clinton 
and St, Clair counties. A 
Sangamon County man died 
‘DEthe disease on May 26, and 
@Franklin County man died 
on- June 24. 

-William L. Kempiners, 
director of the state health 
Gepartment, said persons 
who live near, or are plan- 
ning to spend time in, areas 
that might be tick-infested 
Should take precautions that 
will ‘lessen the risk of con- 
tracting Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever: 

* long-sleeved 
clothing that fits tightly 
‘round the wrists; trousers 
that fit tightly around the 
‘ankles; a head covering; and 
high boots, leggings or heavy 
Socks outside the trouser 


legs. 

=“In “addition it shea 
protective - clothing, li 
‘mounts of tick repellent 
Bhbuld be used. Many of the 
‘commonly available insect 
‘repellents are effective 
‘against ticks, 
=“Consumers should check. 
the labels to determine 
Which products are effective 
tick repellents. 

“Persons in tick-infested 
areas should check their 
bodies and clothing several 
times each day for the 
presence of ticks. 

“Children should be 
examined every three or 
four hours; expecially 
around the scalp and back of 

neck, 


the y 

“Ticks seldom attach at 
once, and rarely transfer 
iffection until they have fed 
for several hours, 

“If you find a tick, on a 
person or on your family 
dog, remove it with a pair of 
ctweezers, or with a piece of 
paper held between the 
fingers, by gently flipping 
the tick on its back, using the 
heady as. a. fulcrum... This 
method is preferable to using 
a lighted cigarette or hot 
mateh,”’ 

‘Kempiners also warned 
not to squash the tick. If it is 
infected, this could spread 
the disease. He said the best 
way to dispose of a tick is to 
flush it down a toilet or burn 
it ina campfire. 

“After handling a tick," he 
added, ‘“‘wash your hands 
thoroughly with soap and 
water. The wound itself 
should be cleansed with 
‘abundant amounts of soap 
and water, and an antiseptic 
skin ‘solution should thén be 


, applied. 

\ “Treat all tick bites in this 
manner, as there is no im- 
mediate way to distinguish 
between the bite of an in- 
fected tick and a non- 
infected tick.” 

- Rocky Mountain’ Spotted 
Fever is a severe disease 
that is transmitted to 
tyrone by common ticks 
which have previously fed on 
infected wild animals such 
‘as. jack rabbits, snowshoe 
tabbits, meadow mice, pack 
rats or squirrels. 


Symptoms, which usually 
develop from three to 10 days 
after the.bite of an infected 
tick, include fever, muscle 
ache and nausea. 

Patients usually develop a 
rash on the hands, feet, arms 
and legs about three days 
after the appearance of the 
initial symptoms. 

“Prompt medical at- 
tention is essential,’ 
Kempiners warned, “‘and it 
is important that the patient 
tell the physician about any 
recent tick bites.” 

In Illinois last year, 20 
cases of Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever occurred. Two 
deaths were attributed to the 
disease. 


In 1978, a total of 40 cases 
occurred, and in 1977 the 
total was 31. No deaths from 
the disease occurred in 
either of those years. 

Kempiners explained that 
a diagnosis of Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever 
cannot be ‘confirmed unless 
at least two blood samples 
are laboratory tested — one 
taken during the acute stage 
of the disease, and one about 
three weeks after the onset 
of illness. 

Physicians thoughout the 
state are being urged to 
report all suspected cases of 
Rocky Mountain Spotted 
Fever to the state health 
department.

Some GC aldermen urge ‘guanee 
be hired at Kirkpatrick Homes ©

Several Granite City Council 
members indicated at Tuesday night’s 
council meeting that they believe the 
city’s housing authority should consider 
hiring security guards for Kirkpatrick 
Homes, so police would not have to 
spend so much time there on minor 
incidents. 

With hotter weather, and a lack of air 
conditioning in Kirkpatrick Homes, 
many residents remain outdoors into 
the late night or early morning hours, 
and there have been. disturbances, 
quarrels, criminal damage to property 
and other incidents on a regular basis, 
police records show. 

Due to an unusual increase in 
problems in Kirkpatrick Homes, the 
police department has assigned a 
regular patrol to Kirkpatrick Homes 
between 7 p.m. and 3 a.m. for most 
nights this summer, which has further 
complicated a manpower shortage in 
the police department, according to- 
Chief of Police Ronald J. Veizer. 

At the council meeting, the aldermen 
voted unanimously to reduce the speed 
limit on Ridgedale Avenue through the 
housing complex to 10 miles-per-hour 
and were told the city engineer, Monroe 
Brewer, still is studying various types 
of speed bumps which would reduce 
traffic problems. There is a concern 
that the city could be held liable for 
anyone injured by speed bumps, 
‘Brewer noted: 

The lower speed limit on Ridgedale 
Avenue reduces the speed limit 
throughout Kirkpatrick Homes to 10 


mph., since the council previously 
voted to set a 10 mph speed limit in the 
alleys of-the housing project. 

Alderman Roy Poulos of the Third 
Ward suggested that the housing 
authority consider hiring its own 
security guards. ‘‘East St. Louis and St. 
Louis have security in their housing 
projects. Maybe there. are grant funds 
for that,” he said, 

Alderman Everett “Cherry” Morlen 
of the First Ward, chairman of the 
police committee, said that possibility 
had already been ruled out. ‘Before the 
project was built, the aldermen voted to 
give them police protection. I don’t 
think the taxpayers want to pay for 
guards out there. 

“Dave Morgan (chairman of the 
Granite City Housing Authority) tried 
to get grants for security, but the 
government told him no, since Granite 
City had promised to furnish police and 
protection,” Morlen explained. 

Alderman Sam Whitmer recalled the 
agreement’ in which Granite City of- 
fered police and fire protection and 
street maintenance to the housing 
authority before Kirkpatrick Homes 
was built, 

“Things change. I just wonder if we 
haven’t reached that point. I think that 
with time and changes in atmosphere, 
‘we should ‘publicly ask the housing 
authority to get its own protection, 
since the police are called out there 
several times a night,” Whitmer said. 

Alderman Charles Douglas of the 
First Ward expressed the opposite 
opinion. “I disagree. The city is 
obligated to protect those people. They

Because registration « for 
military service is new to the 
thinking of 18 and 19-year-old 


young people, they need to 
have an opportunity to raise 
questions and seek 
altenatives embodied in the 
right of Christian conscience 
and the responsibility of 
Christian citizenship, the 
spokesman added. 

The proposed registration 
procedures do not allow for 
alternate choices at the time 
of registration. In the event 
of a draft, there will be only a 
few days for those seeking 
conscientious objector status 
to provide the necessary 
documentation,. a process 


that takes time to complete 
and needs to be started at 
-registration ‘time, he said. 

This ~adds to the in- 
creasingly complex task that

The Granite City Council 
Tuesday night .asked the 
street superintendent, police 
chief and city attorney to 
hold a meeting to study what 
can be done to keep limbs 
from building up in streets 
and ‘across sidewalks and 
then bring a -recom- 
mendation back to the 
council in the near future. 

The issue of dried limbs 
thrown in the street, which 
create a fire hazard, block 
streets, clog gutters and 
create a hazard . to 
pedestrians on sidewalks has 
been brought up at every city 
council meeting since Street 
Superintendent Lionel 
Portell discontinued the limb 
pickups for the summer. 

Alderman Roy Poulos of 
the Third Ward, who nor- 
mally initiates the 
discussions about the limbs 
in the streets, brought it up 
again Tuesday night and 
said. he believes something 
should be done. 

Portell said he utilized the 
Press-Record to .1ake it 
clear to city residents that 
the street department would 
not pick. up limbs during the 
summer, after a June 1 


cutoff date. ‘‘All our crews 


-now are on street repairs, 


sidewalks and curbs, and if 
we start backing off on the 
things that cause us lawsuits 
and other problems, the jobs 
won’t get -done,’’ he 
prédicted. 

“It was well publicized and 
either we live with it or we 
back water and get everyone 
mad who has paid to have 
limbs hauled off after. the 
cutoff Gate,” Portell added.

federal budget for 1981 in 
hopes of producing” the first 
balanced budget in over a 
‘decade.

~T opposed the so-called 
balanced budget passed by 
because it con- 
tained both — excessive 
spending and higher taxes. 
The budget, which was 
balanced on paper only, was 
‘the product of wishful 
thinking . and flawed 
reasoning. 

I could not support a 
federal budget that was 
certain to produce a deficit 
and that was balanced on the 
back of every Amercian 
‘taxpayer. 

As early as July 1978, the 
Senate passed a measure 
tbat required a balanced 
budget in 1981. Unfor- 
tunately, the so-called 
balanced budget for 1981 
passed by the Senate is a 
‘smokescreen that concealed 
both higher spending and 
higher taxes. 

The real truth of the’ 1981 
budget will be revealed to 
taxpayers when increased 
federal spending and 
reduced revenue because of 
the recession produced 
another budget deficit. In the 
meantime, federal taxes will 
continue to climb. 

‘During consideration of the, 

_ federal budget, the Senate 
voted on two measures that 
@alled for balancing the 
budget at reduced levels of 
federal spending. Both 
measures also would have 
provided a tax cut that would 
have encouraged capital 

, investment and increased 

(productivity. But the Senate 

feated these measures and 
instead approved a budget 
that greatly increased both 
spending and taxes. 

6 Should set a clear 
policy on government 
spending by passing a 
measure that limits federal 

ing to a fixed amount 

the total value of all goods 

and services produced in the 
nation each year. 

This limit — 21 percent of 
the Gross’ National Product 
i-1981 and less in subsequent 


years — would cut the 
amount of the nation’s 
wealth that the federal 
government taxes or 
borrows to support spending. 

Staggering rates of in- 
flation and interest are 
aggravated by the federal 
government's seemingly 
unbreakable habit of con- 
stantly increasing taxes and 
borrowing to finance more 
and more spending. 

A balanced budget 
achieved through limited 
federal spending would be a 
potent weapon in the fight 
against inflation. It would 
signal domestic and in- 
ternational _ financial 
markets that we intend to 
apply the brakes. But to be 
effective it should be coupled 
with meaningful tax reform 
that serves both individual 
taxpayers and business. 

‘We made progress earlier 
this year when we passed a 
measure that provides a tax 
exclusion for interest. and 
dividend income up to $200 
for individuals and $400 for a 
joint tax return. This 
measure, which will apply to 
income earned in 1981 and 
1982, is an important tax 
reform. But it is only a 
beginning. 

We need to go farther by 
indexing personal income 
tax rates. This would combat 
the ‘bracket creep” that 
makes wage and salary 
increases meaningless in the 
face of skyrocketing in- 
flation.

Draft revitalization 
is being started but. 
remains on ‘stand by' 


(Selective Service System ) 

Ever since 1978, the United 
States has relied entirely on 
volunteers for its armed 
forces. The last draft calls 
were issued in December 
1972 and legal authority for 
the draft expired July 1, 1973. 

Registration without a 
draft continued until April 
1975, when it was suspended 
largely to save money. 
Classification actions were 
terminated early in 1976 and 
the state headquarters and 

“local Selective Service  of- 
fices were closed soon 
thereafter. 

Now registration of those 
born in.1960 is scheduled at 
post offices next week, with 
those born in 1961 registering 
the following week. 

It was never intended for 
the all-volunteer force to 
stand alone in time of war. 
When the authority to draft 
was allowed to expire, 
Congress directed that the. 
Selective Service System 
continue to exist in a standby 
condition, ready to begin 
operations in an emergency. 

‘Revitalization’ of 
Selective Service is a series 
of actions to improve the 
agency’s capability in a 
mobilization, when it would 
be necessary to process 
large amounts of in- 
formation quickly and ac- 
curately and to make 
decisions on claims for 
deferment or exemption.’ 

1. Compute capability. 
Developing an automated 
data processing system that 
could store data on several 
million registrants and issue 
induction orders in a short 
time is one of the agency’s 
highest priorities. 

A computer faciliy to be 
shared by Selective Service 
and the Military Enlistment 
Processing Command 
(MEPCOM) will be 
operational early in 1981. 
Until that time, Selectiye 
Service is relying on 


assistance from other 


federal agencies for ADP | 


support. 

2, Local boards. The local 
and appeal boards were 
disbanded in- 1976 after 
classification actions: were 
terminated. 

Asa part of revitalization, 
Selective Service will 
identify and train the men 
and women who would serve 
on the boards in .a 
mobilization, 

Seléctive Service law 
requires that the local 
boards reflect the race and 
national origin of the 
registrants within the 
commiunity where the board 
is located. 

Because the governors of 
the states are responsible for 
recommending board 
members, Selective Service 
will work closely with state 
officials. as the board 
members are selected. 

If board members are not 
selected and trained before 
they are needed, the only 
option will be to use un- 
trained and unrepresen- 
tative boards — a course of 
action which does not lead to 
fair and equitable boards — 
a course of action which does 
not lead to fair and equitable 
treatment of registrants 
claiming deferment or 
exemption. 

3. Alternate service for 
conscientious © objectors. 
Selective Service law 
provides that certain con- 
scientious objectors serve in 
a civilian job in the national 
interest rather than in the 
armed forces.

Threat of growing information gap 


despite new technology-chancellor 


Public service 
organizaions are being 
challenged to adapt to rapid 
occuring in population, the 
economy and technology, 
according to Dr. Kenneth A.

Citing the impact of in- 
flation on society, the SIU 
chancellor predicted: 
“During the next few years, 
each of us dealing with the 
delivery of services will be 
challenged to do more with 
less. 

“Given the changes in our 
population, we will realize 
the need for new and diffeent 
kinds of programs. And 
given limited resources, we 
will need to establish 
priorities’ and commit the 
limited resources that we do 
have to these priorities. 

“Tt is likely to be a decade 
of tough decision-making.” 

The SIU system head 
warned that “the gap bet- 
ween those who know ar” 


those who do not, known as 
the knowledge gap, could be 
more serious in the long run 
than differences based on 
race, sex, or other factors 
with which we have dealt in 
the past.” 

Quoting a famous 
philosopher, Dr. Shaw said, 
“If you think education is 
expensive, try ignorance,” 

Noting the growth of 
computerized information 
and video cable systems, Dr. 
Shaw said, ‘‘‘Technologies 
have been developed and will 
soon be in place that can 
facilitate the low-cost 
delivery of information in 
remote locations and even in 
the home. 

“We will be challenged to 
utilize this. technology and 
ceratively apply it to help 
ease the information gap.” 

The. chancellor em- 
phasized that both campuses 
of SIU have developed 
programs devoted to im- 
proving the basic reading, 
writing, and mathematical 
skills of ‘undergraduate 
students.

Trust bank plans 
automated units 


Installation of two IBM 
automated teller machines 
to serve customers of 
Granite City (Trust) Bank in 
the Nameoki shopping area 
is expected to be completed 
early next month, it was 
announced Tuesday by Drew 
Karandjeff, executive vice- 
president of the bank. - 
.Karandjeff said the 
machines are the latest in 
automatic banking services, 
permitting deposits, _with- 
drawals, transfers from 
accounts and all other 
banking transactions — with 
the exception of making 
loans. Loan payments may 
be made on the machines, he 
said. 

Two of the machines will 
be installed in permanent 
buildings, one ‘on ‘Madison 
Avenue at Nameoki and the 
other at the entrance to the 
Crossroads Plaza Shopping 
Center.
